I  will 
remember  them  for  all  of  my  life.

Communication  problems  grew  fewer  as  the  weeks  wore  on.  I 
knew  I  was  becoming  fluent  when  I  could  understand  jokes  and 
my  five  year  old  brother! 

I  did  quite  a  bit  of  sight-seeing  in  my  ten  week  stay.  Some  of  the 
places  I  visited  included  Paris,  Mt.  St.  Michel  and  every  castle, 
manor  and  cathedral  within  driving  distance.  In  the  United  States, 
people  consider  landmarks  of  200  years  of  age  as  “old”,  but  in 
France,  even  200  years  in  infancy.  I  lived  in  a  house  dating  back 
to  the  Fourteenth  Century!

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THE  COMPUTER  REVOLUTION 


As  United  States  History  students  we  became  familiar  with  such  terms  as  the 
“American  Revolution”  and  the  “Industrial  Revolution”,  yet  as  members  of 
society  in  the  eighties  we  are  witnessing,  first  hand,  perhaps  an  equally  significant 
phenomenon:  the  Computer  Revolution.
